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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during June were valued at £2,834,901, which shows 
an increase of £50,118, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the six months there was a decrease of £1,277,518, or 
over 7 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during June amounted to £1,626,773, as compared with 
£1,463,021 in 1907; the total for the six months was £9,254,455, a 
decrease of £118,625 over the corresponding figures for 1907. There 
were decreases in almost all the principal articles; boots and shoes, 
machines and machinery, and sugar, however, showed increases. Gold 
also shows a heavy falling-off. 


The oversea exports for June amounted to £1,712,681, and show a 
decrease of £214,382, as compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. Minerals decreased by £102,000, wheat by £20,000, and 
skins by £44,000. For the six months there was a decrease in 
the oversea exports of £4,010,579, or over 25 per cent., as 
compared with last year. Most of the principal articles show large 
decreases: Wool, £2,349,000; wheat, £670,000 ; minerals, £508,000 ; 
meats, £205,000; skins, £260,000; and tallow, £105,000 ; coal and 
wine alone show increases. Separating merchandise from gold, the 
exports of the former during the six months decreased by £4,178,205, 
but the latter increased by £167,626. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for June show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,043,476, or £140,228 less than in June of last 
year. During the financial year ended 30th June the revenue was 
£13,960,763, being £568,328, or 4°2 per cent. more than the last 
financial year. The principal increases in receipts during the year 
were—From Commonwealth returns, £569,020; Railways, £425,377 ; 
and Sydney Harbour Trust, £27,466. The returns from taxation 
decreased by £280,158 ; and Land Revenue, £98,751. The expenditure 
during June was £936,757, an increase of £107,127 as compared 
with June of last year. During the year the expenditure was 
£12,158,456, being £109,311 more than in 1906-7. Expenditure 
on Government Departments decreased by £112,058, and on Business 
Undertakings increased by £305,495. Interest payments decreased 
by £85,181. On the 30th June, 1908, the balance to credit of the 
Consolidated Revenue Account was £1,676,924, after providing for the 
payment to Public Works Fund of £346,070 (two-thirds Land Revenue 
—exclusive of interest—less 20 per cent.), which was not done in the 
previous year, and not including any surplus revenue returned by the 
Commonwealth during June, 1908. 
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Mineral Production.—The value of the minerals exported from New South 
Wales during the second quarter of 1907 amounted to £1,661,065, and 
during the first six months to £3,350,694, which show decreases of 
£228,506 and £364,332 respectively, as compared with the corre- 
sponding periods of last year. Coal shows a considerable increase both 
in quantity and value during the six months ; but owing to the decline in 
the prices of metals—silver-lead, copper, and tin, exhibit a falling-off in 
value. 


A comparison of the figures for the first and second quarters of this year 
discloses a decrease of £28,564 ; the exports for the March quarter being 
valued at £1,689,629, as against £1,661,065 for the June quarter. The 
gold yield during June was 17,182 0z. crude, equal to 15,467 oz. fine, 
valued at £65,699. The value of gold produced during the six months 
was £476,015, which showed a decrease of £112,249, as compared with 
the corresponding period of 1907. 


Prices.—The general index number for June was the lowest of any month 
for the past three years, and was nearly 18 per cent. lower than for June 
of last year. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,069, for 
metals 1,024, and for all articles 1,136. During the month the prices 
of wheat, tallow, leather, hides, lead, and tin receded, whereas silver 
and coal advanced. Other articles remained at about the same level as 


in May. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall during June was general throughout the State, but 
that experienced over three-fourths of the area was light and below the 
average. Riverina, South-western Slope, and the Southern border of the 
Western Division, however, had some beneficial falls, which were in excess 
of the average. Some very low readings were registered during the 
month, and, generally, the temperature was below the average. 


Land Selections.—During June 263 new settlers applied for 124,984 acres ; 
and 70,675 acres, representing 123 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 1,250, and the area applied for 659,097 acres. The original area 
set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been

Norer.—The above statement is not put forward as a State Balance Sheet, but as an 
approximate valuation of the resources on which the State may rely as security for the 
public creditors. The debt has been incurred principally on works of a permanent 
character, 79 per cent. being on reproductive works, 8 per cent. on indirectly productive 
works for the facilitation of traffic, and 13 per cent. on unproductive works.. 


The value of the securities has been calculated by taking first the actual net return 
from the business undertakings of the State for the three years ended June, 1907, and 
capitalising at 34 per cent. The value of the public lands has been estimated on the 
basis only of the annual revenue received and the amount still outstanding on land 
alienated. The 22 million acres still unalienated have not been taken into account. There 
is, therefore, little doubt that the value quoted is greatly under-estimated, but no 
valuation has been made by the Lands Department. In addition, the actual amount of 
the Sinking Fund and Cash in hand on 30th June, 1907, has been included. 


It will be seen from the statement that the securities exceeded the debt by 174 
millions sterling, which may be regarded as extremely satisfactory ; and here it might be 
pointed out that State properties can hardly be valued on the basis of a private business 
undertaking. State properties are not expected to earn as a maximum a much higher net 
return than is due for interest on the capital expended. When the results are much in 
excess of the interest due, public opinion at once demands that reductions be made in 
the rates and charges. It should also be borne in mind that in valuing the securities no 
account has been taken of works not directly producing revenue, such as harbour works, 
roads and bridges, and others, although, of course, indirectly these works have been of 
great service in developing the country.
